Do the Republicans hav e a p arty? They talk 
about unity, but nonetheless they seem to be 
riding off in all directions. 
Their main trouble in many areas is that the 
Democrats hav e completely stolen their thunder. 
When Ray Bliss, the chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, set up a task force to de­ 
termine the p arty’s stance on the conduct of for­ 
eign relations, he spangled it with the names of 
prominent figures who more or less agree with 
the Johnson policies. The committee, headed by 
Robert C. Hill, former U.S. Ambassador to Costa 
Rica and Mexico, included Professor Dav id Rowe 
of Yale as Vice Chairman, Admiral Arleigh A. 
Burke, General Lucius Clay, John Dav is Lodge 
(Henry Cabot’s brother), and Allen Dulles, for­ 
mer head of the CIA. Naturally, this group of 
strong-minded indiv iduals might disagree with 
President Johnson’s policy in detail. But the|r 
ov erall position has always beef) 'the one that 
Johnson has chosen to follow in Vietnam and the 
Caribbean. 
So how are you going to make any great ap­ 
peal to Republicans to knock the stuffings out of 
Democrats because of their conduct of foreign 
affairs? Ironically, the opposition to Johnson on 
foreign policy is forming inside the Democratic 
Party, with Senators Wayne Morse, Ernest Gruen- 
ing. Frank Church, and Bobby Kennedy all indi­ 
cating v arious degrees of dissatisfaction.

Various do-it-yourself projects around 
the house are sometimes recommended as 
a kind of therapy.

Sod and linoleum, though dif­ 
ferent in nature, share one v ital character­ 
istic: both hav e a way of not quite fitting to­ 
gether, ev en when the amateur cutter has 
taken the utmost pains. Under such circum­ 
stances the blood tends to simmer.

It is always due to mus­ 
cular constrictions caused by emotional stress or 
latigue but the v ictim often thinks he must hav e 
a tumor of the throat. 
A tranquilizer should 
giv e some temporary relief and demonstrate to 
the v ictim that no tumor is present. 
For lasting 
relief, howev er, your doctor would hav e to deter­ 
mine the cause of your anxiety and help you 
ov ercome it. 


Q—My father has Hodgkin's disease. 
Is this 
a form of cancer? 
Is there any treatm ent for 
it? 
...A —This is a form of cancer that chiefly in­ 
v olv es the lymph nodes. 
Excellent results hav e 
been reported in v ictims who were giv en massiv e 
X-rav doses. 
Other v ictims hav e been treated 
with v inblastine and hav e been greatly benefit­ 
ted. 
Recent studies hav e show’n that small doses 
of this drug combined with small doses of chlo­ 
rambucil giv e better results than either drug 
used alone.

Q—What would cause a hemotocrit of 70?

A—The hematocrit is the per cent of packed 
blood cells in whole blood. 
The normal range 
for women is 37 to 47 and for men 40 to 54.

v ery high hematocrit (70 or 8 0) may be seen in 
conditions associated with a high red blood cell 
count. 
This may occur at high altitudes, fol­ 
lowing a hemorrhage or in persons with emphy- 
ema and some forms of heart disease.

tension would not be a cause. 
A high hematocrit 
reading w’ould not cause the arteries to rup ture 
but hardening of the arteries would.
